— A post mortem 
has been held on the body of James 
Robertson, an ex-member of the Lon- 
don Metropolitan poHce, who was 
found by' a constable lying on the 
street on, Wednesday night.

This view was upheld by 
Chief Justice Fltzpatriek ami Justice 
Davles, but the majority of the court 
contended that companies incorporated 
in any prov ince had I he right to oper- 
ate anywhere in the Dominion. 

Tlie supreme court also gave judg- 
ment in tie' appeal of the Grand 
Trunk vs. Robertson, upholding the 
order of tlie railway commission that 
the Grand Trunk is bound by its char- 
ter of half a century ago to give third 
class accommodation at a penny a 
mile between Montreal and Toronto.

Patrick's home, Halifax; John, of 
Quoddy; William, of 57 Third street, 
Victoria, mate of the tug Pilot; and 
Michael, of Bridgewater. Two sons 
survive, both living In Nova .Scotia.

WHEAT WAS MOVED 
WITH I'KOMPTITUDE 

Quantity Sent From Head of 
Lakes Nearly Equal to 
That of Last Year 



Winnipeg, Doc. 13, — With the close of 
navigation on Tuesday came the an- 
nouncement that 20,093,363 bushels of 
wheat had been shipped by vessels from 
the head of the lakes during the season, 
which began officially on September 1, 
but as a matter of fact, not actually un- 
til September 21, 

This outward movement was not all 
the crop of 1 307, as considerable of the 
crop of l'JOii was on hand when the new 
season opened, anil a portion at least 
must have been shipped out In the latter 
part of September and the beginning 
of October, but the bulk of the move- 
ment was new crop. When the lateness 
of the season is considered and tin- de- 
lay occasioned by the inoiu-v stringency 
allowed for. it Is most gratifying to rind 
that shipments of wheat have come 
within MiO.OOU bushels of those for the 
corresponding period of last year, when 
the season opened promptly on Septem- 
ber I, and there was a heavy rush of 
wheat during tin- whole of the month, 
as well as (luring October and Novem- 
ber. This year the receipts of wheat 
were not heavy until October 21. 

There has been some complaint of cor 
shortage from time to time, nevertheless 
the Canadian Pacific railway, which car- 
ries more than two-thirds of the total 
crop shipped, has made a most remark- 
able record for rapid handling of grain. 
During the month of November 12,786 
cur.s passed Inspection at Winnipeg, 
against 10.01 S for November, 11)00. and

Experience has demonstrated the 
undesirability of commenting upon 
the telegraphic summaries of what, 
public men i'say, and therefore, while 
wo are told that Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
stated in the House of Commons that, 
if British Columbia would pasd the 
Natal Act, the government would ex- 
press its opinion, we do not feel war- 
ranted lri saying anything In regard 
to this .particular observation. But 
tho incident is one that calls for com- 
ment, not so much because the lan- 
guage employed as because of the 
light 1 It casta upon a very important 
question. It is strange to how small 
a degree the federal ministry appears 
able to appreciate the serious ques- 
tion presented by Oriental immigra- 
tion into Canmla. Mis Excellency's 
advisers seem to look upon it as 
though the only matter involved Is 
the regulation of the number of' Jap- 
anese- who may conic to the Dominion. 
We have frequently expressed the 
opinion that the menace of a Japa- 
nese invasion was greatly exagger- 
ated, -for the reason that the policy of 
tho Oriental empire is to strengthen 
itself in Asia, and therefore to regard 
With disfavor anything which will 
tend to scatter its surplus population 
very far afield: We have never anti- 
cipated any difficulty in reaching a 
modus vivendi with Japan on' this 
subject, and have advised the people 
of British Cplumbiti to restrain their 
expressions of hostility to the Japa- 
nese people. Almost alone of ail the

Colonist li;Js opposed any suggestion 
for the abrogation of the commercial 
treaty with Japan, anil for the very 
same reason. We have felt confident, 
as we now feel confident, that .Japan 
will be quite ready to join with Can- 
ada.

In the 
end tho Monster triumphs. We wish 
not to be misunderstood as suggesting 
that the Oriental Monster which is 
awaking to life is a whit less human 
or less worthy than ourselves. We em- 
ploy tho simile only as a warning to 
those who think wo can with impun- 
ity Join together those whom the slow 
processes of time have put asunder. 

The position which the Colonist 
takes Is that the government of Can- 
ada should ask at the hands of Par- 
liament the authority necessary to 
restrict Oriental immigration. A\'e do 
not profess to believe that the Euro- 
pean and Asiatic races can he always 
kept apart, but we do claim that their 
intermingling should be regulated, and 
we frankly concede that this view is 
inspired to a very considerable extent 
by a belief that we are not 
yet strong enough in Canada to per- 
mit the free entry into tlds country 
even of our fellow subjects from In- 
dia. Therefore we claim that It la the 
duty of tho Dominion government to 
take the initiative in providing re- 
strictions upon such immigration, and 
not to cast the onus upon tlds prov- 
ince. Tlie Prime. Minister will not 
long remain in doubt as to what Brit- 
ish Columbia will do. in a little over 
a month the legislature will meet, and 
we venture the prediction that one of 
the first measures to be submitted 
will he one on the linos of the Natal 
Act, and that it will be passed with- 
out, a dissenting voice. If it is allow- 
ed to come into operation, well and 
good; if it is not, the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia will forget the existence 
of such tilings as party lines and 
stand as one man' for tho enactment 
of a measure which will prevent a 
condition of things, the serious nature 
of which they appreciate more fully 
than the people of Eastern Canada. 
But we repeat: The duly of the Do- 
minion government is to ask Parlia- 
ment to deal witli the question, and 
we add that, in our humble judgment, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier will exhibit a lim-. 
ited comprehension of an important 
issue and show himself to be lacking 
in those qualities of statesmanship 
which even his political opponents 
have recognized him as possessing, if 
ho continues to treat Oriental immi- 
gration as merely a local matter, 
magnified by demagogues for their 
own purposes, and employed by the 
Conservatives as a means to embar- 
rass him. On the contrary, it is easily 
the most momentous question of the 
time.

in any country. The real character of 
the man and his splendid conceptions 
of personal liberty and the future of 
the British Empire are only now be- 
ginning to lie fully appreciated. A few 
months ago an English paper, referring 
to a forthcoming volume which deals 
with his life, his writings .and bis 
speeches, said that he deserved to be' 
recognized as one of the foremost ex- 
ponents of British thought. He lived 
at a time and in a province when 
the political arena was the scene of 
strife to which we happily have no 
parallel in these days. The political 
condition, that aroused his Indignant 
i protests, have long since become only 
a memory. The Conservative party of 
: today is no more the successor of the 
Tories, against whom the great Nova 
I Scotian discharged his barbed arrows 
'. .if satire, than the Liberal party is 
| the successor of the men who looked 
j to Lyon Mackenzie as their leader. The 
| Toryism, with which Howe contended, 
has now no apologists in any British 
land. In the closing years of his ac- 
tlve political life, his great antagon- 
ist was Sir Charles Tapper, whom we 
have yet with us to give Canadians 
the benefit of his sage counsel on all 
broad questions relating to the ma- 
terial welfare of the country or the 
development of a United Empire; but 
on t!i'- essential points in the platform 
on which Howe stood in the years of 
his greatest work, there never was 
any essential between him and 
his younger rival. When Joseph 



hand that the Chines' 
head-tax is not likely to prove the 
barrier to coolie immigration that it 
was expected to be, and there is the 
great Imperial question involved in 
the Hindu movement which cannot, 
well be overlooked with safety to in- 
terests witli which Canadians are only 
Indirectly concerned.

The world is likely to suffer tho loss 
at an early date of one. of its-bright- 
est lights, Lord Kelvin, the famous 
scientist, being reported so seriously 
ill that his condition gives cause for 
the gravest anxiety. He is nn old man, 
being in his 83rd year, and, therefore,' 
tlie time cannot be far distant when 
tho mighty brain will be stilled for- 
ever. Lord Kelvin was born In Pel- 
fast, Ireland, on June 24, 1824, 'his 
father being James Thomson, LL.D., 
professor of mathematics at Glasgow 
University. He first achieved world- 
wide renown when, in the years in- 
tervening between 1868 and 1S0G, he 
acted in the capacity of electrician for 
the Atlantic cables, inventing the 
mirror galvanometer and siphon re- 
corder in connection with submarine 
telographq. Amongst the many monu- 
ments vo his great genius are a mar- 
iner's compass and navigational 
sounding machine, and many electri- 
cal measuring instruments, which he 
gave to the world in 1S7G and later 
years. He has been a prolific writer 
on scientific subjects, and has thus 
enriched the libraries of tlie world by 
many priceless contributions. Lord 
Kelvin, as president of the* British 
Association, visited Victoria about ten 
years ago.

Very many and hearty have been the 
expressions of approval of the obser- 
vations of the Colonist in regard to tho 
unseemly manner in which people ob- 
struct the back platforms of the street 
cars, and from none are they more 
grateful than from the Electric Com- 
pany's employees. The real remedy 
rests with the public. If a conductor 
exercises his rights, the chances are 
that a complaint will be lodged against 
him, arid such nas been the case in 
many instances. As no employee 
wishes to be called Up before his su- 
perior In answer to a complaint, how- 
ever ill-founded it may be, conductors 
naturally hesitate about compelling 
people to obey their legitimate direc- 
tions. Put there are now and then in- 
cidents which show another side to 
the case. A night or two ago tlie rain 
was falling in torrents and tlie ear was 
full. A man got up to go out, and as 
he crowded through the people on the 
hack platform, another man, whose at- 
tire showed that he was Just from a 
hurd day's work, asked 'If any ladies 
were coming, and being told there were, 
he stepped down 1 In the mud, and in tlie 
pouring rain assisted tlie ladles to 
alight, opening their umbrellas and 
generally showing himself to be In 
every way a thoughtful and consider- 
ate gentleman, If this paragraph 
meets his eye he will know that the 
reference is made at the request of the 
ladies. The. incident occurred on the 
Douglas street car. 

The condition of Government street 
continues to be a discredit to all who 
are responsible for it. Now and again 
we are told that the delay in getting 
a creosoting plant is tho cause of tho 
trouble. This is simply no explan- 
ation at all. It ii; an excuse for stupid 
mismanagement. That is a strong ex- 
pression, but when we think that no 
self-respecting citizen would permit 
the approach to his back door to be 
as filthy and dangerous as Government 
street Is, We do not believe It is quite 
strong enough. Everybody, except 
the Mayor and Aldermen, saw more 
than a year ago that the paving was 
going to pieces; and all the Intel veil- 
ing months have' been wasted without 
anything being done except to haul on 
some stuff, which only made it worse. 
We do not believe there is a city in 
the world, with any pretensions, to 
decency, in which the principal busi- 
ness street is in as execrable a state as 
Government street. Victoria rejoices 
in a Mayor, who says he is a civil i 
engineer, and a civil engineer who i 
would permit the chief street within | 
his jurisdiction to get into such a 
condition has conferred a favor upon 
•be public by not practising his pro- 
fession. There would certainly be no 
i crioua difficulty in putting down 
crossings. Tho expenre of taking up 
the worn-out blocks and replacing them 
with new ones temporarily would not 
be great, nor would It call for greater 
skill than was exhibited in, say. tho 
building of the Great Pyramid or the 
Tower of Babel. 



Victoria has a special interest in

-Mr. Emmerson now wants the In- 
tercolonial railway extended to the 
"West. Ho had a line chance to pro- 
mote that extension when he was in 
the cabinet, for at that time his gov- 
ernment was presented witli this very 
.policy by the leader oC the Opposition. 
Had Mr. Emmerson promptly accepted 
the gift, the country might have spar- 
lid the. stupendous outlay on the East- 
ern division of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific. 

The opinion very widely prevails 
that the chief danger which confronts 
Canada in tho disruption of normal 
conditions resultant upon the financial 
panic in the United Slates is a cessa- 
tion of interest In the Dominion on 
the part of outside capital. "We are in- 
clined to question the accuracy of this 
view. Canada lias just been put to a 
crucial test, and the splendid manner 
In which it Is riding out the storm is 
eliciting world-wide praise, particu- 
larly in respect to the soundness of 
our banking' Institutions. We feel, 
then, that now, perhaps more than 
ever, we may count on receiving am- 
ple attention at the hands of foreign 
Investors. The Ottawa Citizen's view 
of the situation is that Canada is be- 
coming a wealthy country, and, tinlike 
our neighbors to tho south of us, our 
wealth Is well distributed. Dor laws 
are such as to reully conserve the 
common weal and prevent the Illegal 
acquirements of gross fortune*. The 
present prospects In the several lines 
of trade are good. The gist ot the 
opinion of the directors of our greatest 
financial Institution is that the only 
effect upon Canadian prosperity that 
we may anticipate as a result of out- 
side conditions is a restriction in the 
inflow ot capital necessary for tho 
continuous exploitation of our magni- 
ficent resources. Whether the restric- 
tive period will be long or short it is 
impossible to say. 

The Toronto Telegram heartily ap- 
proves of the policy recently inaugur- 
ated by the Native Sons of Victoria In 
arranging to entertain the Pioneers of 
the province at an annual banquet, but 
in doing so indulges in some unkind 
reflections regarding Canadian Clubs. 
The latter organizations arc perform- 
ing such a good work in fostering a 
spirit of national patriotism, and pub- 
lic recognition of this. Is so universal, 
that the Telegram's unhappy allusions 
will fall on deaf ears. However, under 
the caption "The Native Son idea," the 
Telegram says: 

Post Xo. 1, the Native Sons of Brit- 
ish Columbia, seems to have the true 
rldea of Caiiadlanism. As .many early 
settlers as could be assembled in Vic- 
toria were entertained by the Native 
Sons at a banquet. Old men told of 
their pioneer struggles In laying the 
foundations of a great province. Voting 
men listened to tho glories of a brave 
local history, ami thus rescued from 
fprgetfulness truths that should be the 
sources of a true Canadian patriotism. 
The Native Hon idea that glorifies tho 
service and sacrifices of the early set- 
tlers of British Columbia should lie 
copied into the lite of Ontario. There 
might be more genuine I'anadlanism 
In organizations that could occasionally 
gather round the watch-fires of me- 
mory with the pioneers than in the 
multiplication of Canadian clubs that 
are mainly dedicated to the ideal of 
the eloquent American who observed: - - 
"Gentlemeiv — what this country 
needs is more talk." 

The people of tho United States are 
Indeed being sorely tried these days. 
At points where the clearing house cer- 
tificates are in use, counterfeiters are 
Operating In a wholesale fashion, it 
being alleged thai at Seattle, for in- 
stance, there are as many bogus as 
genuine certificates In circulation. Hut 
this is not all.

In the next four y< trs sixteen battle- 
ships and armoured cruisers, all over 
l!>,00fl tons in displacement, tire to lie 
laid down. Thus the Gorman Admir- 
alty has already drawn up to the stan- 
dard of shipbuilding established in 
1905 by the present British Admiralty 
for the British navy, under which four 
large armoured ships were to be bo- 
gun each year and completed in two 
years. Unfortunately that standard 
has been abandoned by England. \ In 
190G and 1007 only three large armour- 
ed ships figured in the programme, and 
if report speaks tho truth, which we 
may earnestly hope it does not, only 
one such unit Is to be asked for In 
1908. The British nation has no wish 
to dictate the naval policy of other 
Powers. Germany litis a perfect right 
to lay down as many ships us her 
naval advisers think right. But the 
British people can and will demand of 
their own Admiralty to see to it that 
the British navy is not outdistanced. 
In this connection a valuable preced- 
ent was set by Lord Goschen in IM'S, 
when he introduced a supplementary 
building programme of eight large ar- 
moured ships in reply to a sudden ex- 
pansion of the Russian fleet.

Win 11 requir- 
ed lor roasting it should be three 
quarters cooked beforehand in the 
above manner, then well hasted witli 
butter a ml browned in the oven, being 
served in the latter case with slices 

of fried bin round it. In stewing, 

the tongue should be well browned in 
a pan wherein have been previously 
fried a little chopped parlsy and onion. 
Stew gently lill one, coveting with 
ih,- water in which it was parboiled 
tiiiil thicken wilh a little flour. Slice 
neatly, surround with spinach, green 
beans or peas, and do not calculate 
thai you Hill have any left as il does 
not usually last long. Tongue has the 
advantage of warming up well. For 
this purpose a good onion sauce, 
mushroom sauce or tomato sauce do 
equally well. The tongue should be 
sliced, dipped I" Hour, browned in 
butter along u Ith sonic onion and 
parsloj and tie' tomatoes or mush, 
room ketchup added, along with some 
stock or water, pepper and stilt.

BUILD AUXILIARY 

DYKE AT MATSQUI 



Provincial and Dominion Govern- 
ments Co-operato in the 
Work 



An auxiliary dyke will bo construct- 
ed at Mats'quI on the Kraser river by 
the provincial and Dominion govern- 
ments. The river has been under- 
mining the dyke, which already exists, 
and a number of delegations have in- 
terviewed the provincial government 
and representations have been made 
to Ottawa asking that the two gov- 
ernments, undertake the work. The 
delegations asked that measures be 
taken to protect the dyke botli by 
strengthening the one In existence and 
the erection of a sheer dyke above. 

Chief Kngineer Gamble, for the pro- 
vincial government, and Engineer 
Keefer of the Dominion department 
of public works, Inspected the dyke, 
and recommended that neither plan 
be adopted, but that an auxiliary dyke 
be constructed some three hundred 
feet within the present dyke. The 
work is to cost not more than $10,000 
all told, half to be borne by the pro- 
vincial and half by the Dominion gov- 
ernment.

j in the various camps. These reduc- 
I ttons are to the old scale, and have 
been accepted by the miners in Ross- 
land, Butte and elsewhere. In the I 
I Boundary the Granby Company, whic h I 
is the big concern of tile district, shut 
down their mines and smelters . when 
copper fell to 13 cents — It had been 
as high us UT cents. Recently the 
management posted a notice that the 
mines would be reopened at a certain | 
date, and the old scale of wages would 
be paid. The wages offered are the 
same as those paid In Rossland and 
elsewhere, although the Boundary 
mines are of lower gtade. The man- 
agement of the Granby does not re- 
fuse to recognise the union in the 
sense of dealing with the union oill- 
cials when they wish to lay any mat- 
ter before them, but the consent of 
the union to the new scale was not 
asked before it was posted. The union 
ollloials felt slighted, and the men are 
now on strike against the new scale. 

"Ttie company put 20 men to work 
last Saturday cleaning up the smelter, I 
and on .Monday they put on 19 more 
men, which was nil they' could use at I 
tho moment. There is no doubt that ! 
the company can get all the men they 
want at the wages offered for the; men j 
cannot go anywhere else and 
themselves, but there is a good de; 
of feeling abroad, and the situation 
needs careful hnndllng. Many people 
think that there is likely to be serious 
trouble In the shape of violence. Per- 
sonally I do not think It will come to 
that. 1 think the situation will ad- 
just Itself in time, especially as there 
is no doubt that if a secret ballot 
wore taken tho strike would be de- 
clared off. So far such a ballot has 
not boon taken, but it Is likely that 
the hands of the leaders will be 
forced in that respect. The men are 
offered tho present going wages 
that until a couple of years ago were 
recognised as miner's wages every- 
where, with the result that they do 
not seem to be getting much support 
from the other unions with tho excep- 
tion of Denver."

Using Waste Products.

The 
Southern planter found his bins 
choked with this product at the end 
ot the ginning season, and after lie 
had set aside enough to feed his cows, 
tho rest was hauled away by wagon 
and dumped on waste lands in an 
effort to get rid of it. The oil in the 
seed made it objectionable for ferti- 
ily.ing land, and for cow feed when 
good butter was wanted. Fifty years 
ago it was only bulky and useless 
garbage. In 1S70 experiments showed 
that when the oil was pressed out the 
residue made a, good fertilizer. In 
ISiiO some investigating cows ate the 
hulls and meal and proved their great 
value as a cattle food, and in ten 
.years more tin; evil had become a 
staple food for humanity. The oil i ■; 
now a substitute lor olive and cod 
liver oil, is used for illuminating, 'is 
excellent for packing sardines, and 
forms a. large percentage, of packed 
lard. ' In the last year crushers paid 
$80,000,000 for Hie cotton seed deliv- 
ered at their plants, and the pro'duota 
maketed at a price far beyond that

AT SAN FRANCISCO 

Leopold McLaglen Defeats Two 
Japanese Experts One 
After the Other 



San Francisco, Doc. 13.— Leopold Mc- 
Laglen, the Irish giant proved himself 
to bo a legitimate claimant of tho 
world's jiti jitsti championship by de- 
feating M. Tan! and T. Hirai, Japan- 
ese who styled themselves Pacific 
coast champions, in Dreamland pavi- 
lion this wool;. There was no com- 
parison between tho two Japanese and 
tho Irishman. Once ho giot a good 
hold, his opponents wore either stran- 
gled or had a limb broken. 

When the llrst pair were introduc- 
ed by Announcer Billy Jordan the 
audience was informed that there 
would bo no rules and that each man 
would take care of himself. T. Hirai 
was McLaglen's opponent. The two 
men kowtowed tin the mat and then 
sprang apart. 

The Japanese made a few lunges 
and succeeded In catching his big op- 
ponent about tho neck. Tho next In- 
stant he was thrown to the floor. Then 
followed a few minutes of straining, 
Hirai 'finally got. away from tho 
powerful hands of McLaglen and with 
a quick rush caught another hold. Mc- 
Laglen caught tho Japanese by tho 
foot and wrenched that member badly. 
Tho Japanese kicked McLaglen in tho 
abdomen and the son of Erin was com- 
pelled to release his hold. McLaglen 
then caught Hirai by the arm and 
threw him. Hind's loft arm was caught 
In a viselike grip by McLaglen, who 
bent the. arm over his chest, fracturing 
it. This contest wont to McLaglen. 

Tho next bout was far more excit- 
ing, for M. Tan I was the more scien- 
tific of the two Japanese wrestlers. 
Ho got a grip on McLaglen's scapula 
perve and was slowly paralyzing Mc- 
Laglen, but the latter broko tho hold 
after a minute's strain. The two 
wrestlers then got a strangle hold on 
one another and the contest became 
one of endurance. The Japanese 
caught McLaglen's gown by tho neck 
and endeavored to choke his opponent. 
He put one foot back of McLaglen's 
neck and tho other foot was pushed 
against his two hands to Increase tho 
pressure. McLaglen got tho .same hold 
a few seconds later and those near tho 
ring heard a crunching sound and soon 
Tanl lay limp on tho mat. His neck 
had boon badly wrenched. This con- 
test lasted six minutes. 

After tho bouts the two Japanoso 
wrestlers, through an interpreter, 
stated that McLaglen was tho most 
powerful man they had ever soon and 
that be excelled them In scientific 
knowledge of jlu jitsu, 

McLaglen is rich and has rich family 
connections In his native country. Ho 
is a college man and has been a fol- 
lower of jlu jitsu for 15 years. Ho is 
to wrestle the 300 pound Japanese 
champion for.a purse of $5,000 In a few 
weeks.

Saloon Passengers Mostly Offi-

The Shawraut, of the Boston Steam- 
ship company reached port yesterday 
morning from Manila via the usual 
ports of call, having left Yokohama 
November 28. She brought 37 saloon 
passengers, nearly all employee.-: of 
the government in the Philippines, 
and army and navy people, and 72 
steerage passengers, of whom 38 Jap- 
anese landed here. The cargo totalled 
about U,000 tons, of which U>0 tons was 
for here. The Shawmut had a stormy 
trip, and on Wednesday last a heavy 
storm was encountered. The wind 
iwaa very heavy and a high sea was 
running, but the steamer, high in 
the water, rode the storm without 
damage. 

With the arrival of the Shawmut a 
new phase of the recent tangle regard- 
ing the landing, of Japanese immi- 
grants was developed. When the 
steamer Shinano Maru arrived, the 
local Immigration ofllcers asked Jap- 
anese holding passports whether they 
wished to land here, explaining tho 
refusal of the United States officials 
to examine them. The steamship of- 
ficials now take the stand that under

ALMOST IN COLLISION

The schooners Polaris and Borealis, 
well known among the coaster fleet, 
which have arrived at Port Townsend, 
from Mexican ports, came near ending 
tempestuous voyage when off Cape 
Flattery Tuesday night, in an en- 
counter that threatened a collision that 
would have sent both vessels witli 
their crows to the bottom. In thick 
weather anil high seas that prevailed, 
so close were the ships that Capt. 
Lindholm, master of the Polaris, had 
all his spare canvas passed over the 
rail to fend off the impending crash. 

By good fortune, that can hardly lie 
explained, a shift of the seas separated 
the vessels, in drawing apart the jib- 
boom of the Polaris raked the after 
decks of the Borealis, shattering the 
latter vessel's spinnaker boom.

The lust half year's business of the 
Nippon Vusen kaisha, when a net pro- 
lit of $57S,8!)1 was earned constituted 
a record year for the company, ac- 
cording to the report of the company 
received in yesterday's mails from 
tho Orient. From April 1 to Septem- 
ber 30 the company carried over 340,- 
OOl) passengers and 1,000,000 tons of 
cargo on both domestic and foreign 
lines through the service of Si steam- 
ers, representing over 264,000 tons, 
belonging to the company, of S) agency 
steamers representing over 35,000 tons, 
and other chartered steamers, cover- 
ing over 1,840,000 miles altogether. 
This is a record since the establish- 
ment of the company. 

American Service 
Regarding the service maintained 
fortnightly witli six vessels to this 
port the report says: On outgoing' 
voyages tile shipping of cargo was re- 
markably voluminous, including tea 
and other goods. So abundant was 
the cargo that tho company dispatch- 
ed a special liner at intervals. On 
return voyages cargo was very scarce 
and from about the middle of the 
term under review the exportation of 
Hour and wheat decreased consider- 
ably. Such discouraging conditions 
have rarely been experienced in re- 
cent years. On the v. hide, however, 
the quantity of cargo shipped was ex- 
ceptionally targe. 

Australian Service 
The exports from Japan increased, 
as also imports. The exports from 
Japan and Australia to .Manila and 
Hongkong also increased gradually. 
In fact, the service is developing 
yearly. 

European Service 

Exports from Japan were generally 
Inactive. In fact Straits Settlement, 
however, shipping was comparatively 
brisk. On return voyages, the com- 
pany's liners were Hooded with cargo 
which was destined for Japan and 
other ports in the Fast. In addition 
to the 12 regular liners, the company 
employed the steamer Chlknzen Maru, 
which was built in England to the 
order of the company, and also the 
Awa Maru, which stranded in British 
waters some time ago, and which was 
completely repaired. The shipping of 
cargo from Kuropo was so great that 
the company chartered live foreign 
steamers for the conveyance of goods 
to Japan and Tairen. Nor was this 
all. The company further provided 
three more, liners on the service be- 
tween Europe and Japan. This ex- 
traordinary measure will remain in 
force in order to meet the require- 
ments of the time. 

Eastern Service 

The service was also ,very brisk. 
Owing to the successful raising of 
agricultural products since the spring 
of the current year the shipping of 
cotton and other produce from Shang- 
hai and Hankow was baundant, while 
exports from Japan diminished. The 
Tientsin service alone was very bar- 
ren both on outgoing and return voy- 
ages, although goods destined for 
Europe were handled rather actively. 
At Newchwang. water in the Llao 
river was very low, in consequence of 
which the shipping of beans and bean 
cakes was badly affected. At Tairen, 
both imports and exports showed a 
remarkable increase on account of the 
gradual development In South Man- 
churia. The importation of rice and 
other cereals from Korea to Japan 
was considerable both in quantity and 
value. At Vladivostok, shipping was 
also active owing to the fact that 
agricultural products in North Man- 
churia were forwarded to that port 
over the Chinese Eastern railway. 
Exports from Japan were, however, 
very scarce as in the past. The com- 
pany is still carrying on competition 
over the Hongkong-Bangkok service 
with a foreign shipping company and 
Is resolved to light to tin- last. 
Domestic Service 

Owing to the general activity of 
business the shipping of merchandise 
was very active, especially mi the ser- 
viee between Hokkaido and Japan 
proper, The shipping of marine pro- 
ducts from K aba fit to (Saglmllen) was 
also active. Since the termination of 
the hue war freight rates have fallen 
considerably, but towards the end of 
the present term they showed an up- 
ward tendency. Owing to various epi- 
demics, the Hakodate lire and the dis- 
astrous floods, shipping was greatly 
affected, so that receipts were far out 
of proportion to the quantity of goods 
carried. Of the coasting lines, the 
ICobe-Otaru service was abolished at 
the end of the term under review. 
This step was due to the fact that the 
company desired to concentrate its 
energies on tho foreign services, there 
by handing over the service to other 
shipping concerns of small means. 
Bombany Service 

Since last year the company lias 
used six stcamors, leaving Kobe once 
every two weeks. In view of the 
growing trade between India and 
Japan the company has decided to 
add three more liners, making a total 
of nine liners which will leave Yoko- 
hama hereafter via Kobe once every 
ten days. The shipping of cotton to 
Japan was very voluminous. The ox- 
ports from Japan to ports of call also 
showed a marked Increase. 

Passongor Traffic 

Visitors from Australia were excep- 
tionally numerous. Japanese passen- 
gers to America, too, increased re- 
markably. Owing to the brink com- 
munication between Japan, Korea and 
China, passengers in this direction 
also increased generally. 

Subsidiary Lines 

Of the coasting and eastern services, 
the five lines of the Shanghai, the 
North China, the Korea -North China, 
the Vladivostok and the Hokkaido 
Japan proper services will be granted 
subsidies from the government for 
four years and six months, commenc- 
ing on October 1 this year. Tho other 
three lines, the Hakodate-Amlshlrl, 
Hakodate-Otaru and OturtwWakanul 
services will also be granted subsi- 



dies for two years and six months, 
commencing on October 1 this year. 
It may bo remarked that all the above 
lines were granted subsidies in tho 
past' and that their term expired at 
the end of the second half of this 
year, so that the privilege was re- 
newed. A noteworthy feature was 
that the price of coal showed an in- 
crease of about 30 per cent., as against 
the price, prior to the into war, and 
that tho cost of labor rose steadily; 
on the other hand freight rates were 
lowered as the result of tho increase- 
In the number of steamers after tho 
late war. The company therefore ex- 
perienced no small difficulty in realiz- 
ing prollts during the term.

Further press comments regarding 
the visit of Hon. Mr. Lemlcux to Japan 
\cere received Thursday by the steamer 
Shinano Maru. The Japan Chronicle of 
Kobe, says: "Tito visit to Jupuu of the, 
ifon. Kodotphe Lemloux, K. C„ the Ca- 
nadian postmaster-general and minister 
of labor, is an event which Is Ukoly to 
prove of the greatest Importance to both 
Japan and Canada, for Mr. Lendeux will 
be enabled to lay tils views before tho 
Japanese statesmen and In turn to con- 
sider their views in a manner that would 
be impossible by volumes of correspond- 
once. Although Mr, Lemlcux' lias come 
to Japan in the capacity of a secretary 
of state and is to be received by the 
Japanese government accordingly, it is 
understood that lie has no instructions 
from his government to conduct any 
diplomatic negotiations, so that when 
lie meets l lie Japanese minister for for- 
oign affairs lor the purpose of consid- 
ering the immigration difficulty It will 
not bo regarded altogether in the light 
of a diplomatic conference. However, 
there could have been no more satisfac- 
tory manner of smoothing the way for 
a clearer understanding between Japan 
and Canada — two countries which have, 
after all, many Interests ia common. 

That the Japanese govornmen! has, 
despite lb,, treaty privileges, realized 
tile advisability of placing restrictions 
"ti tlic emigration agents in Japan to 
such an extent as to lender almost Im- 
possible the exportation of laborers m 
such numbers as have been Induced to 

emigrate of late, is a asurc which 

Mr. Lemlcux is sure to appreciate in 
any discussion that may ensue. As min- 
ister of labor he is in a bettor position 
to judge whether Japanese labor Is re- 
quired for the opening up of tie: vast 
fields In Canada still awaiting develop- 
ment than tile very noisy organizers of 
such bodies as the Asiatic Exclusion 
league. While doubtless desirous of 
meeting Japan in the matter, and anx- 
ious, it' possible, to effect some arrange- 
ment with the government id' this coun- 
try as a means of lessening the tension 
that has been caused by the increased 
influx of Japanese Immigrants, .Mr. 
Lemlcux lias, id' course to remember 
that a party in Canada which seems to 
bo growing in strength has to bo reck- 
oned with. A party that would adopt 
In public meeting a resolution bearing 
on the lace of it the brand of bitter- 
est race-hatred is hardly likoly to he- 
one that will readily listen to reason; 
hut, of all men, .Mr. Lemlcux is proba- 
bly the best informed as to the standing 
and influence of Asiatic Exclusion 
leagues, and as to whether their outcry 
is Justified in view of the demand thin 
undoubtedly exists in British Colum- 
bia for Japanese labor. 

It is amusing to find Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling meddling in this important mat- 
ter, were it not that as a Jingo his ob- 
servations are calculated to increase 
rather than lessen the present trouble. 
The remarks he Is said to have made at 
a luncheon given in ids honor at the 
Canadian club at Victoria, 15. C are 
probably the very antithesis of those lie 
would give utteranco to were he being I 
entertained at the Maple club in Tokio. 
ife said — having special reference to the 
nnti-Je.panese agitation, of course — that 
the time had arrived when Canadians 
must choose between men and women 
of their own race, with an instinctive 
respect for British laws and institutions, 
and Orientals who more or less regarded 
laws as a means of oppression. Tho 
question could not be dallicdnwtth, and 
must he settled now. The fact that the 
much-advertised Rudyard lending should 
have been guilty of such a very foolish 
expression of opinion Is of little con- 
sequence; but it shows the kind of tiling 
that Mr. Lemleux and all who are anx- 
ious to deal with this important ques- 
tion fulrlv and squarely have to contend 
With. This Is certainly not the kind 
of talk that will get the matter "settled 
now." The actual solution of the 
trouble will probably not take place un- 
til the two peoples come to understand 
one another better — and the Interchange 
of visits of prominent statesmen Is one 
step in that direction. 

As has been pointed out, in the trouble 
wltli British Columbia the circum- 
stances are perhaps more aggravated 
than is the case elsewhere by reason of 
the fact that Canada went out of her 
way to beg for a share of the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty of 1904. It was only 
at the beginning of this '.car thai that 
treaty was adopted and given the force 
ol law In the Canadian Domini) 
its first clause the Japanese we 
clflcally given the right "to enter, .. 
or reside In any part or the dominions 
and possessions" of England, and thence- 
forward, of course, in Canada Itself. 
In view of this, the absurdity of such 
resolutions as those recently adopted by 
the Asiatic Exclusion league is seen, 
and when it is remembered that one- 
seventh of the population of British Co- 
lumbia comprises native Indians the un- 
reasonableness is seen at once of such 
a resolution as "That these people (the 
Jnpanpso) differ from us so fundamen- 
tally in their family relations in hab- 
its and methods of living, ami all that 
goes to make a national sentiment from 
our point of view that It is Impossible 
tor us to assimilate them into our body 
politic." However, il may be taken that

against its sides until it seemed about 
to turn turtle. The cargo shifted to 
starboard, but fortunately most of it 
was swept overboard.

Directors of Important Lines Seek 
Combination to Raise Freight 
Rates

The directors of I he Nippon 
ifusen kalsha are therefore •.•iking 
steps, wherever it is possible, to sub- 
stitute combination for competition 
ami to raise the rates of freight. This 
company is expected to pay its usual 
dividend of 12 per cent, for the cur- 
rent half year also.

Tho Seattle marine inspectors have 
given their judgment concerning the 
recent collision between the launch of 
tho survey steamer Explorer and the 
steamer Indianapolis, November 12, In 
which two men lost their lives. "An 
unavoidable accident" was the term 
applied by the marine Inspectors after 
reviewing the evidence. Copies of tho 
decision have been mailed to the own- 
ers of the Indianapolis, the officers of 
tile Explorer and Supervising Inspec- 
tor John Berrnlngham. 

''We came to the conclusion that 
nolther party to the collision was to 
blame," said Capt. Blon B. Whitney 
yesterday. "The accident appeared 
unavoidable, and, tho testimony sub- 
mitted showed, that both boats blew 
the proper signafo; , It appears that 
the two boats did not see eacli other 
until too late to avoid a collision." 

On the subject of the life rings, 
w hich T. Naerup, . one, of the witness- 
es, declared were made fast to the mil 
by a length of rope, Capt. Whitney 
stated that the use of rope attached 
to life rings was recommended, as the 
rings were only Intended to be thrown 
to persons falling overboard. The law 
does not Insist that vessels curry any 
life rings, but recommends their use 
at the discretion of the local Inspec- 
tors. 

"As to the speed of the Indianapo- 
lis," said Capt. Whitney, "the testi- 
mony of her engineer showed she was 
only making about fifty revolutions, 
that Is. going about half speed at the 
time of the collision. Tin- fact that 
the vessel was ordered full speed 
ahead in t lit- fog is not incriminating, 
as the actual fact is she was only go- 
ing half speed. \\'o can only act on 
tads, and not Intent. I have several 
times since watched the Indianapolis 
In making the same turn on fine days, 
anil am convinced that going ahead on 
a full speed hell she docs not make 
over half speed witli her rudder hard 
over before rounding into her course." 

The collision between the launch of 
the Explorer ami the Indianapolis oc- 
curred about :i o'clock of a foggy 
morning. The mist was so thick upon 
the bay that, according to the testi- 
mony of Capt. Johnson, temporarily in 
command of the Indianapolis, he could 
see but fifty feet ahead from his pilot 
house windows.

The city 
proposes sidling its extensive acreage 
on Lulu Island, with the exception of 
about live acres at the bridge ap- 
proach, in order to raise money for 
the undertaking'. 

The .Mayor and .Mr. Gilford met Ihu 
executive, and outlined the proposal, 
with the result that 1''. C. Gamble, [he 
government engineer, came over to 
look Into the matter, the government 
fully agreeing with the plans of the 
City and being desirous of seeing the 
work get under way without delay. 

The delegation also arranged with 
the government for an appropriation 
of $2,000 to fix up I he Boulevard road 
from Columbia street to sixth avenue.

WATCHING FRUIT PESTS 

Inspector Cunningham Points to Ne- 
cessity of Provincial Nursery- 
men Being Careful 

Vancouvor, Dee. 13. — Thomas Cun- 
ningham, provincial inspector of fruit 
pests, is pushing his campaign against 
infection and has Just Issued a cir- 
cular which he Is sending to fruit 
growers throughout the province con- 
cerning which be said: 

t "You. will be interested in learning 
that for the past ten years we have 
been condemning ana cremating al', 



Imported nursery stork and plants in- 
fected with crown and root gall. As 
far as my Information goes British 
Columbia was the first to adopt this 
policy. Some of the Eastern nursery- 
men having business in this province 
disputed the justice of our procedure, 
and appealed against my decision, but 
at no time have we receded from the 
position, which we took In 1896 on this 
very question. Now after the expir- 
ation of ten years. British Columbia's 
policy lias been endorsed by the most 
influential horticultural convention 
ever held on this continent, 

"While We have been able to detect 
the disease on nursery stock passing 
through our hands, it is unite impos- 
sible for us to discover the infection 
on locally grown trees, because it is 
not seen till after the trees shall have 
been dug. 

"This will explain the necessity of 
Issuing the circular, which is not In- 
tended to cast a reflection on our local 
nurserymen, some of whom may not 
have any practical knowledge 'of the 
disease, and may very Innocently dis- 
tribute Infected stock. I have known 
such things lo happen more than 
once. 

"Ai the recent convention ol the 
N'orthw est Fruitgrowers' Association, 
held In this city, the horticultural com- 
missioner for Oregon, was pleased to 
state that British' Columbia has been 

the pioneer In horticultural legisla- 
tion and that region Is now adopting 
our method..; with groat advantage to 
its people. This cordial cnorsatlon 
supplemented by the decision of tie 
Jamestown horticultural convention, is 
vcr> gratifying, ami should greatly 
Stimulate the fruit growers of British 
Columbia to co-operate with us in 
keeping our orchards clean."

VICTORIA DAILY COLONIST 
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Operators Much Inclined to 
Take Bear Side on New 
York Market 



New York, Dee. 13.— Speculative 
conditions were unaltered today, the 
inrluences governing the market being 
]aa potent In depressing prices as on 
previous days of the week. 

Liquidation placed a large part in 
t)io day's decline, and was materially 
assisted by Jin energetic bear inaction, 
which assailed different stocks from 
time to time In an endeavor to force 
out long stocks. 

Discussion as to probable dividend 
reductions, combined with tin; mani- 
fest lack of effective Inside support at 
critical times, discouraged bull oper- 
ators, and prices were accordingly al- 
lowed to take their course. The sell- 
ing pressure shifted about from one 
stock to another, but eventually the 
entire list displayed Increasing weak- 
ness, which was continued to Un- 
close. New York Central and Aineri- 
oun Sugar were the- weakest features 
of their respective groups. In tho 
casu of American Sugar, the recent 
death of President Ilavemeyef is as- 
signed as tin; principal cause of the 
recent heavy liquidation in that stock, 
but competent market observers were 
inclined to attach much credit to a 
rumor that a successful bear operutor 
was making a campaign against the 
stock. 

Uncertainty as to the forthcoming 
dividend distribution on New York 
Central, together with the knowledge 
that further large sums must be ex- 
pended to complete the' terminal im- 
provements ami other projects in 
course of construe; ion. are credited 
with being the primary reasons for 
the extensive liquidation in that stock. 
"Whether the facts outlined cover the 
• underlying motives for the weakness 
in these stocks or not, it is recognized 
that the rank and tile of speculators 
need little more than a tentative de- 
monstration against a stock to en- 
courage thorn to join the movement. 

The belief is entertained that to- 
morrow's bank statement will make a 
favorable showing, although money 
conditions are still regarded as being 
fur from reassuring. The October 
statements of both the Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific railroads, which 
showed large Increases In gross earn- 
ings converted to a heavy shrinkage 
In net earnings, owing to a high ratio 
of operating expenses, contributed to 
t.be weakness in these stocks, and in 
a measure festered the kite decline 
in tlie general list.

The question is being constantly 
asked: "How is gold paid for'.'" says 
tlie Financial Post. Briefly stated, it 
is paid for out of the balances of Amer- 
ican bankers in London and continental 
banks. 

These balances are built up by the 
purchase and remittance of bills of ex- 
change. In previous years it was the 
custom of London bankers, fur example, 
to give American bankers credits against 
which they might draw ninety days 
sight. Bills issued against such credits 
are termed finance bills, in contradistinc- 
tion to bills which are drawn against 
the actual export of commodities. A 
year ago America Imported a large 
amount of gold from London. English 
bankers concluded that the underlying 
cause of America's ability to draw gold 
from London market was the granting 
of the above-mentioned credits uguinst 
which finance bills were drawn. Since 
the beginning of this year, then, n more 
or less consistent policy lias been pur- 
sued by tie' London bankers in refusing 
to Kraut tin' credits mentioned. 

In the past very large amounts of 
these loans, as they may be in a way 
termed, matured during the fall months, 
und American bankers were obliged to 
remit sterling drafts to take up their 
maturing ninety day sight finance bills. 
This demand for exchange with which to 
pay off loans has in former yours been 
sufficient to absorb the large part of 
the supply of bills • drawn against the 
usual fall shipments of cotton. It will 
be seen, then, that, few credits having 
been granted, there was correspondingly 
less demand for remittance bills to pay 
off loans, and this lessoned demand had 
mi immediate effect on the price at 
which cotton bills could be sold in this 
market. in other words, it became pos- 
sible for American bankers lo build up 
their foreign balances wdtb less outlay 
than in previous years. The lower they 
could buy sterling the more they could 
pay for gold in the London market. 

Knormous credit balances in Loudon 
having been built up by U. S. bunkers, 
it was an easy matter to buy gold and 
ship it. 

A n American gold importer says: — > 
It is not surprising that tlie American 
public should lie Ignorant of how our 
recent importation of gold has been paid 
for when the leading bankers abroud 
have apparently lost sight of tlie fact 
that Europe Is dependent on America for 
breudstuffs, cotton am] a number of 
others staples and that the value of 
these commodities which thoy are oblig- 
ed to buy every year Is something like 
f 1 .noil, ouo. 000. 

It is trui' that this enormous amount 
of values is offset by about $800,000,000 
luxuries which we Import, but which wo 
can do without if wc have to, and probtl- 



really the means of permitting Europe 
to pay its debts for cotton, foodstuffs, 
etc., gradually distributing the payments 
over the Whole year. 

Our exports bad in former years been 
in large measure paid for when the fall 
exporting season set in, and the ex- 
changes rose and fell with a harmonic 
rhythm. This has been changed during 
the present year by the short-sighted 
policy of the", financial war-lords In Eur- 
ope. Cotton and grain are being ex- 
ported in a measure seldom before seen, 
and as there is very little Indebtedness 
on the part of America on account of 
maturing loans, our staples will have to 
be paid for In the only money that the 
world at large recognizes, and that is 
gold. 

Before this campaign Is over the re- 
cord will show that the present seem- 
ingly large importation is a very small 
matter indeed.
